application for or to revoke and seize the student or former

student's Firearm Owner's Identification Card under paragraph

acts to suspend or revoke the student or former student's

Firearm Owner's Identification Card, the local law enforcement

agency of jurisdiction for the secondary school or institution

of higher learning where the incidents of mentally erratic or

violent behavior occurred may seize the student or former

student's Firearm Owner's Identification Card and forward it to

the Department of State Police. The administration of a

secondary school or institution of higher learning that reports

mentally erratic or violent behavior to the local law

enforcement agency of jurisdiction who subsequently reports to

the Department of State Police is presumed to have acted in

good faith and is immune from civil or criminal liability for

making such report and the consequences of such report.".
